There  was  sweltering  heat  and  humid¬ 
ity  which  is  a  typical  Virginia  summer  and 
the  week  of  July  28th  through  August  5, 
1997  was  no  exception.  However,  that  did 
not  hinder  the  fun  and  adventure  experi¬ 
enced  by  more  than  34,000  Boy  Scouts 
and  leaders  at  the  1997  National  Boy  Scout 
Jamboree  at  Ft.  A.P.  Hill  near  Fredricks- 
burg,  Virginia.  In  less  than  24  hours,  the 
Jamboree  became  the  7th  largest  berg  in 
Virginia!  There  were  over  15,000  tents 
and  the  new  metropolis  of  Scouts  covered 
9  square  miles! 

-  The  Jambor6e  is  held  there  every  four 
years  to  enable  Scouts  and  Scouters  to 
have  the  experience  of  a  lifetime  meeting 
new  friends  from  all  over  the  world  and 
participating  in  a  myriad  of  activities.  This 
one  was  special  because  it  was  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  60  years  since  the  first  one  was 
held  in  1937.  It  was  also  the  first  time  that 
Scouts  from  the  former  Communist-held 
countries  were  able  to  attend  because 
Scouting  was  forbidden  there  until  re¬ 
cently.  In  all,  31  countries  were  repre¬ 
sented.  The  theme  of  this  Jamboree  was 
"Character  Counts". 

At  least  two  years  of  planning  go  into 
putting  together  a  Jamboree.  The  logistics 
of  putting  on  an  activity  of  this  magnitude 
is  mind-boggling,  to  say  the  least.  The 
U.S.  Army  works  together  with  the  Na¬ 
tional  Boy  Scout  Office  in  Irving,  Texas  to 
plan  the  event.  Much  coordination  and 
cooperation  is  required  by  all  those  in- 


everything  from  American  Heritage  to 
Wood  Carving.  In  the  merit  badge  mid¬ 
way,  Scouts  could  work  on  any  of  over  80 
merit  badges  including  RADIO!!  More  on 
that  later.  There  was  even  a  daily  newspa¬ 
per  ( Jamboree  Today)  and  an  FM  radio 
station  (QBSA)  playing  all  the  latest  songs 
and  keeping  everyone  informed  of  events. 

There  were  several  highlights  during 
the  week  including  two  huge  arena  (out¬ 
door)  shows  with  close  to  40,000  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  each.  The  first  arena  show  was 
visited  by  President  Bill  Clinton.  The 
security  measures  taken  for  that  event 
were  awesome!  Everyone  was  checked  (x- 
ray)  upon  entry  to  the  arena  area.  The 
President’s  speech  was  followed  by  an 
action-filled  show  by  the  Disney  Corpora¬ 
tion.  The  show  ended  with  a  spectacular 
laser  show.  The  second  arena  extravaganza 
featured  Louise  Mandrell  who  put  on  a 
spectacular  show!  This  was  followed  by 
the  largest  fireworks  display  in  North 
America  in  1997!!  Needless  to  say,  every¬ 
one  went  wild.  To  me,  the  most  touching 
part  was  when  35,000  candles  were  lit 
from  one  fire  which  represented  the  "Light 
of  Scouting"  .  I’ve  seen  this  three  times 
now  and  each  time  it  made  the  hairs  on 
my  neck  stand  out.  Really  a  memorable 
moment.

AMATEUR  LICENSE  to  the  VEC.  A  copy  of  your  license  must  be 
attached  to  your  FCC  form  610.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have  a 
photo  ID.  or  other  acceptable  identification. 


GENERAL RULES 
FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event  there  are  changes 
and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or  information  given. 

Some  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC  Form  610  and 
advance  registration  at  least  30  days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some 
VECs  permit  walkins.  Check  with  sponsor. ) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy  of  the  current  FCC 
Form  610  and  fill  it  out  completely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get 
your  form  from  an  FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL.  Send  a  32c/ 
SASE  if  you  request  one  from  the  ARRL.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for  $6.25  payable 
to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show  their  ORIGINAL 
AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the  VEC.  You  must  also  have 
two  good  copies  of  your  license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or 
CSCE  must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610and  most  VEC  want 
a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also  be  required  to  have  a  photo 
ID,  or  other  acceptable  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof  of  testing  before 
March  21,  1987,  in  order  to  upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test 
only.

This  is  a  mockup  of  Sputnik  1,  and  the  photo  was 
taken  at  the  Paris  Air  Show  in  1975. 

It  was  the  definitive  wake  up  call  and  it  was  the 
catalyst  the  started  the  space  race  in  earnest.  It  went  into 
orbit  in  1957,  and  hams  all  over  the  U.S.  (and  likely  the 
world)  were  being  called  by  media,  wanting  to  know  if 
hams  could  hear  it.  Of  course  we  could.  If  I  remember 
correctly,  it  transmitted  just  5  kHz  off  the  frequency  of 
one  of  the  big  WWV  transmitters.  Great  idea;  it  was 
easy  to  find  and  recognize  when  in  range. 

That  was  when  we  watched  the  nightly  news  on  TV 
in  fascination  as  Vanguard  after  Vanguard  rocket  did 
some  expensively  odd  things  after  being  lighted.  Some 
went  horizontal;  some  did  circles.  The  range  safety 
officer  very  likely  wore  out  his  "destroy  the  damn  thing 
before  it  hurts  someone"  button. 

Things  got  better  rapidly,  with  the  indispensable  help 
of  Dr.  Werner  von  Braun,  who  was  the  father  of  the 
U.S.  space  program.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that,  when  in 
1961 ,  “President  John  F.  Kennedy  told  the  nation  we  must 
put  a  man  on  the  moon  before  the  end  of  the  decade,  we 
did,  even  after  the  tragic  Apollo  1  launch  pad  fire  which 
killed  three  astronauts  and  caused  a  long  delay.  We  had 
Tranquility  Base  in  operation  in  July,  1969. 

Why  the  reminiscing?  The  recent  November  3  hand- 
toss  launch  of  a  French  Radio  Club-built  commemorative 
Sputnik.  It  was  tossed  into  its  own  orbit  during  an  EVA 
outside  Mir.  That  tiny  battery-powered  bird  beep-beeped 
its  little  heart  out,  with  all  of  its  200  milliwatts  causing 
more  excitement  among  hams  than  I  can  recall  since  I 
became  a  ham  in  San  Diego  (actually.  Pacific  Beach),  in 
1958. 


I  heard  the  little  bird  on  its  November  3,  1997 
launch  date;  weak  signal,  of  course,  but  there  it  was,  on

Last  night  I  attended  a  La  Crosse  City  Council 
Meeting  with  many  of  the  local  Amateur  Radio  opera¬ 
tors.  An  alderman  had  proposed  an  ordinance  to  ban, 
at  isast  temporarily,  the  installation  of  any  new  wireless 
communication  towers  within  the  city  limits  of  La 
Crosse. 

As  it  turns  out,  the  alderman  meant  to  restrict 
cellular  phone  towers  but  used  too  vague  of  terminol¬ 
ogy  in  his  proposal. 

After  the  council  read  letters  from  the  Sheriffs 
office,  the  Red  Cross,  the  local  Emergency  Manager, 
and  heard  arguments  from  several  of  the  Amateur 
Radio  operators,  they  agreed  to  reword  the  ordinance 


and  only  concern  themselves  with  cellular  phone 
towers. 

I  spoke  before  the  council  in  support  of  our  local 
Amateur  Radio  operators  and  how  important  their 
services  are  to  our  mission.  I  also  made  sure  the 
council  knew  that  our  office  is  technically  within  city 
limits  and  that  we  not  only  serve  the  city  of  La  Crosse 
or  La  Crosse  County,  but  27  other  counties.

AT&T  funds  Kentucky 
ham  radio  repeaters 

There  was  a  silver  lining  to  the  clouds  that  brought 
heavy  flooding  to  Northern  Kentucky  earlier  this  year. 
Ham  radio’s  role  in  providing  emergency  communication 
in  the  flooding’s  wake  has  resulted  in  a  windfall  for  that 
region’s  hams  --  courtesy  of  AT&T.  Seventh  District 
Emergency  Coordinator  John  Meyers,  N4GNL,  of 
Covington,  Kentucky,  says  AT&T  has  agreed  to  spend 
some  $100,000  to  set  up  a  VHF  repeater,  a  UHF 
repeater,  antennas,  and  a  shack  with  air  conditioning  and 
heat  at  one  of  its  cellular  telephone  sites.  Other  sites  will 
be  equipped  as  receive-only  sites  and  tied  back  to  the

As  part  of  the  deal,  the  Northern  Kentucky  Amateur 
Radio  Club  agreed  to  cover  the  electricity  and  phone 
bills.  Meyers  says  he’s  already  gotten  four  Northern 
Kentucky  counties  (Campbell,  Boon,  Kenton  and  Pendel- 
ton)  plus  the  City  of  Falmouth  to  pitch  in  for  the  utilities 
at  the  sites. 

Meyers  says  ham  radio  was  the  only  means  of 
communication  for  the  first  four  days  of  the  floods. 
Many  of  the  club’s  members  remained  on  duty  to  help 
out  during  the  flood  recovery.  Hams’  efforts  during  the 
flooding  attracted  the  attention  and  respect  of  local 
governmental  officials  and  of  AT&T,  which  saw  the 
possibility  of  a  mutually  beneficial  arrangement.  AT&T 
had  been  hoping  to  gain  access  to  several  possible 
cellular  telephone  antenna  sites  that  had  been  off-limits. 
With  the  ham  equipment  on  board,  however,  the  cellular 
sites  gained  emergency  communication  status  -  just  what 
was  needed  to  get  the  moratorium  lifted  on  their  use  by 
AT&T.  "The  marriage  came  together  really  good," 
Meyers  said  this  week.  "AT&T  needed  some  sites,  and 
hams  needed  the  coverage." 

In  addition  to  the  Kentucky  repeater,  AT&T  also 
plans  to  set  up  a  similar  emergency  system  for  hams  in 
Southwestern  Ohio,  which  also  suffered  from  this  year’s 
flooding.  Meyers  says  AT&T’s  total  commitment  is  in 
the  area  of  $300,000.  When  it’s  all  in  place,  Meyers 
says,  a  huge  region  in  Northern  Kentucky,  Southwestern 
Ohio  and  Southern  Indiana  will  be  accessible  using  a  2W 
hand-held  transceiver. 

If  all  goes  as  planned,  Meyers  hopes  to  throw  the 
switch  on  the  first  new  repeater  site  in  Edgewood, 
Kentucky,  by  year’s  end.  Great  Lakes  Director  George 
Race,  WB8BGY,  has  been  invited  to  take  part.

Winnebago  County  ARES  Meets

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The  November  12  meeting 
of  the  ARES  group  was  offi¬ 
cially  called  to  order  by  its  orga¬ 
nizer,  Ann  Frisch,  N9HUM. 

Ms.  Frisch  thanked  all  27  who 
were  present  for  their  interest. 

She  introduced  our  guests:  John 
Leekley,  WB9SMM,  Milwau¬ 
kee,  the  ARES  Section  Emer¬ 
gency  Coordinator,  Wayne  Pennings,  WD9FU,  East 
Central  District  EC,  and  Kathryn  Nichols,  Director  of 
Red  Cross,  Oshkosh  Chapter.  The  Wisconsin  SM,  Roy 
Pedersen,  K9FHI,  was  unable  to  attend. 

Mr.  Leekley  explained  the  history  of  the  ARES 
organization  and  its  structure  and  how  it  differs  from 
RACES.  He  informed  us  that  only  50  of  the  72  WI 
Counties  have  ECs.  He  also  informed  us  that  Winne¬ 
bago  County  has  not  had  an  EC  of  record  since  May  of 
1995.  The  SEC  appoints  County  ECs.  (The  County  EC 
in  turn  appoints  Assistant  ECs  as  many  as  he/she  deems 
necessary). 

Mr.  Leekley  recommended  that  this  ARES  group 
get  involved  with  public  service  events,  such  as  parade 
control,  March  of  Dime  walks,  helping  the  Fox  Valley 
ARES  with  EAA  duties,  and  special  events  like  Saw¬ 
dust  Days,  etc.  The  idea  is  to  let  the  public  know  that 
the  ARES  is  actively  involved  in  helping  and  building 
public  relations. 

Because  of  the  vast  technology  now  available,  radio 
communications  is  not  our  only  means  of  being  helpful 
during  a  disaster,  such  as  the  train  derailments  at 
Weyauwega,  and  just  recently  at  Appleton.  Amateur 
Radio  TV  would  have  made  a  big  difference  in  being 
the  eyes,  watching  over  the  hot  spots  without  endanger¬ 
ing  the  lives  of  any  public  servant  or  volunteer.  Wayne 
Pennings  agreed  as  to  the  importance  of  such  technol¬ 
ogy.  Having  been  directly  involved  as  one  of  the 
families  who  were  moved  to  safety  and  being  an  ARES 
volunteer,  he  wants  to  be  sure  we  are  not  underestimat¬ 
ing  the  use  of  other  radio  communications  such  as 
packet  radio,  VHF,  UHF  and  the  HF  Amateur  Radio 
frequencies. 

Mr.  Leekley  expressed  the  fact  that  VHF  communi¬ 
cations  was  still  the  most  reliable  at  this  time,  even  far 
exceeding  car  phones  and  all  other  links,  especially  if 
their  links  fail. 

Mr.  Leekley  said  that  for  now  the  most  important 
thing  to  be  done  is  to  get  the  position  of  Winnebago 
County  EC  filled.  He  passed  out  applications  to  those 
interested  in  becoming  the  next  EC.  He  stated  the  this 
was  open  to  any  amateur  within  Winnebago  County  and 
that  women  ARES  members  should  also  consider 
submitting  applications. 

Danny  Lenz,  KB9IME,  submitted  a  paper  he 
prepared  to  show  how,  if  appointed  EC,  he  would 
handle  the  reconstruction  of  our  ARES  group.  John 


mentioned  that  all  applications  would  be  considered. 

Each  person  in  attendance  was  given  a  chance  to 
express  themselves  and  present  their  ideas  and  com¬ 
ments.  It  was  agreed  by  all  that,  in  order  to  make  this 
ARES  a  working  organization,  regular  meetings  should 
continue.  The  involvement  of  as  many  amateurs  as 
possible  is  needed  to  keep  the  public  and  the  ARES 
group  members  informed. 

Kathryn  Nichols,  Director  of  our  Red  Cross, 
informed  the  ARES  about  the  upcoming  "Introduction 
to  Disaster  Services"  being  offered  by  the  local  Red 
Cross  on  Tuesday  December  9,  and  just  what  members 
can  expect  to  get  from  this  4  hour  course.  Those 
completing  the  course  will  earn  a  certificate  of  comple¬ 
tion. 

Bob  Jones,  KG9IA,  was  introduced  by  Ms  Nichols, 
as  a  amateur  as  having  just  completed  a  more  extensive 
course  offered  at  the  Red  Cross.  He  gave  a  brief 
description  of  the  training,  and  offered  his  help  in  any 
way  possible  to  make  this  all  successful. 

It  was  expressed  by  one  of  those  in  attendance  to 
remember  the  3  words  printed  at  top  of  your  radio 
license,  (Amateur  Radio  License)  and  not  to  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  we  are  amateurs,  and  to  act  accordingly, 
as  every  position  in  the  ARES  is  voluntary. 

The  Clevelands  (Pauline  WD9GRL/Bob  WD9HID, 
from  Neenah,  offered  to  be  the  go-  betweens  with 
Neenah  area  Weather  Observatory.  A  link  between 
them  and  the  equipment  set  up  at  the  Com  Center  and 
spotters  and  stations  in  the  far  northern  parts  of  the 
county  is  a  must  so  improved  coverage  can  be  obtained 
both  during  actual  storm  spotting  and  practice  sections. 
All  part  of  Winnebago  County  should  be  fully  covered. 

Mr.  Pennings  assures  us  full  cooperation  from 
Outagamie  County  . 

The  need  for  net  training  sessions  is  very  neces¬ 
sary,  but  not  required,  but  each  member  should  be 
encouraged  to  take  their  turn  as  net  control.  In  the 
event  of  a  real  emergency  it  will  give  one  a  sharper 
sense  of  what  is  needed  and  just  how  to  go  about 
controlling  the  situation  which  has  occurred. 

Some  ARES  material  was  brought  by  Mr  Leekley 
and  it  was  suggested  that  a  small  library  be  set  up  with 
a  librarian  for  ARES  members  to  pick  up  read  and 
return  items.  This  was  not  acted  on  because  of  the  late 
hour.  Another  meeting  is  needed  to  finalize  all  plans, 
but  because  of  the  upcoming  holiday  Season,  no  date  or 
time  was  set.  When  one  is,  it  will  be  announced  on  the 
Sunday  Night  ARES  Net. 

The  final  word  at  this  meeting  was  from  Ms. 
Nichols  of  the  Red  Cross,  stressing  the  importance  of 
the  area  amateurs’  involvement,  and  recommending  the 
training  offered  by  them. 

Our  guests  were  properly  thanked  and  the  meeting 
of  the  Winnebago  County  ARES  was  adjourned  at  8:05

be  to  do  this  with  no  fear  of  retribution.  Ideally,  if  you  did  something  dangerous  durin 
your  customization,  Windows  should  supply  you  with  a  cautionary  message  such  as  “  Yo 
can’t  do  that  because  if  you  do,  I  won’t  be  able  to  start  properly”. 

I’m  one  of  those  slightly  paranoid  people.  While  I  do  not  hesitate  to  experiment  an 
customize,  I  do  want  the  security  of  a  “back  door”  so  that  I  can  safely  reverse  any  ste 
I  take  that  screws  things  up.  To  ease  my  insecurity,  I  have  devised  three  batch  files  thi 
I  run  at  least  once  each  week,  and  I  always  run  them  just  before  I  begin  to  tweak  m 
setup.  Together,  it  takes  only  about  a  minute  to  run  all  three  (actually  they  could  easil 
be  combined  into  a  single  batch  file,  but  I  sort  of  like  the  separation).  The  first  backs  u 
the  all-important  Win95  Registry.  The  second  backs  up  other  critical  Win95  files,  an 
the  third  makes  copies  of  critical  DOS  files.  I’ll  show  you  the  first  this  month,  and  th 
other  two  will  follow. 

Here  is  MYREGBAK.BAT: 


Ahhh,  Windows  95.  Ya  can’t  live  with  it  and  ya  can’t  live  without  it.  Its  a 
frustrating  beast,  and  yet,  beautiful  at  the  same  time.  Some  parts  work  wonderfully,  like 
double  clicking  on  the  icon  of  a  document  you  are  working  on  and  having  it  automatically 
load  along  with  the  word  processor  needed  to  modify  it.  And,  some  parts  are  terribly 
disconcerting,  as  when  you  get  a  message  something  like  “Failure  loading  xxx. VXD,  you 
must  reinstall  Windows”  just  when  you  were  getting  ready  to  do  an  important  project. 
What  to  do?  What  to  do?  The  answer,  of  course,  lies  with  backups. 

A  complete  tape  restore  or  parallel  port  hard  drive  restore  of  your  entire  Windows 
95  partition  would  provide  a  relatively  painless  way  to  get  back  where  you  started  before 
the  disaster  struck.  However,  full  backups  take  time  and  most  of  us  do  them  only 
occasionally.  Furthermore,  Murphy’s  Law  clearly  states  that  a  disaster  will  never  occur 
immediately  after  completing  a  full  backup.  The  Law  goes  on  to  state  that  calamity  will 
always  strike  several  weeks  or  months  after  the  backup,  insuring  that  you  loose 
significant  numbers  of  irreplaceable  files.  Well  then,  what  to  do?  What  to  do? 

Sometimes,  you  can  fix  the  problem  yourself,  using  some  nice  safety  features  built 
into  Win95.  For  example,  even  when  Win95  will  not  start  at  all,  it  may  allow  you  to  boot 
into  it’s  “Safe  Mode”  to  make  adjustments.  Want  to  see  your  options?  For  a  complete 
list  of  them  type  WIN  /?  at  a  DOS  prompt,  provided  you  took  my  past  advise  in  #39 
(Feb  97,  HOW  TO  OPEN  AND  SHUT  THE  WINDOWS  IN  95)  to  have  your  machine 
boot  into  DOS  rather  than  directly  into  Win95.  Indeed,  I  saved  myself  the  other  night 
when  Win95  failed  to  boot  after  installing  a  defective  video  driver  for  my  Super  VGA 
adapter  card.  That  dreaded  message  telling  me  to  reinstall  Windows  was  the  only 
response  that  Win95  would  give  me.  However,  I  was  able  to  boot  Win95  in  Safe  Mode 
using  the  WIN  /D:M  command  from  the  DOS  command  line.  It  was  then  short  work  to 
uninstall  the  defective  driver  and  reinstall  my  old  one.  After  that,  everything  worked 
perfectly  -  quite  a  relief!  Later,  I  downloaded  a  non-defective  driver  from  the 
manufacturer  via  the  web,  and  it  is  happily  working  to  give  me  a  beautiful  display  even 
as  I  type  these  words. 

This  kind  of  scenario  makes  one  a  little  paranoid.  Indeed,  I  have  talked  to  people 
who  hesitate  to  experiment  with  even  the  simplest,  most  minor  customization  of  the  setup 
of  their  Win95  because  they  fear  they  will  “damage”  something  and  suffer  dire 
consequences.  On  the  other  side,  those  who  do  customize  the  setup  risk  an  occasional 
disaster.  Not  good.  We  should  be  able  to  “tweak”  our  machines  constantly,  so  that  they 
become  tailored  to  our  needs,  and  change  with  us  as  our  needs  change.  And  we  should

The  Little  LEOs  (non-voice,  non-geostationaiy 
mobile  satellite  interests)  -  which  put  a  huge  scare  into 
the  ham  radio  community  in  1996  with  their  proposals  to 
share  ham  radio  VHF  and  UHF  bands  —  were  unable  to 
muster  much  support  for  new  allocations  at  WRC-97. 
However,  they  came  away  with  up  to  3  MHz  of 
additional  spectrum  on  a  regional  basis,  in  the  bands 
between  454  and  460  MHz.  The  Little  LEOs  also  got  a 
resolution  calling  for  urgent  studies  in  preparation  for 
WRC-99  -  what  some  at  the  conference  called  "a 
hunting  license"  for  additional  VHF/UHF  spectrum.  A 
second  issue  that  will  recur  at  WRC-99  is  finding  a  place 
in  the  420-470  MHz  frequency  range  for  the  Earth 
Exploration  Satellite  Service  (EESS).  Synthetic  aperture 
radars  (SARs)  using  frequencies  in  this  range  are  said  to 
be  capable  of  penetrating  the  rain  forest  for  mapping 
purposes. 

Two  significant  ham  radio-related  issues  failed  to 
make  the  cut  for  consideration  at  WRC-99.  For 
budgetary  reasons,  the  WRC-97  delegates  had  to  limit 
the  WRC-99  agenda  only  to  the  most  urgent  issues. 
Pushed  back  to  the  tentative  agenda  for  WRC-2001  were 
the  possible  realignment  of  die  40  meter  band  to  resolve 
a  conflict  between  hams  and  broadcasters  in  part  of  the 
band  (along  with  possible  expansion  of  broadcasting 
bands  between  4  and  10  MHz),  and  Article  S25  of  the 
international  radio  regulations.  Article  S25  contains  die 
international  regulations  specific  to  the  Amateur  and 
Amateur-Satellite  Services,  including  die  Morse  code 
requirement  for  operation  below  30  MHz. 

WRC-97  delegates  approved  a  resolution  encouraging 
administrations  to  facilitate  the  use  of  ham  radio  and 
other  "decentralized  means  of  communications"  for 
disaster  mitigation  and  relief  operations.  This  resolution 
eliminated  the  need  for  Resolution  640,  which  defined 
how  certain  ham  bands  could  be  used  for  international 
disaster  communications  by  non-amateur  stations,  so 
Resolution  640  was  suppressed. 

WRC-97  delegates  did  agree  to  upgrade  the  Earth 
Exploration  Satellite  Service  from  secondary  to  primary 
at  1215  to  1300  MHz,  which  should  have  only  minimal 
impact  on  amateur  use  of  1240-1300  MHz.  The  presence 
of  EESS  there  also  reduces  the  possibility  that  other, 
less-compatible  services  might  later  be  introduced  into 
this  band. 

In  other  allocations  decisions,  amateur  satellite 
segments  were  not  included  among  allocations  for  wind 
profiler  radars.  Except  for  a  worldwide  primary 
allocation  at  1270  to  1295  MHz,  the  only  specific 
allocations  for  wind  profiler  radars  are  in  Region  1,  and 
those  are  on  a  secondary  basis.  Region  2  administrations 
were  urged  to  implement  wind  profilers  in  radiolocation 
bands  at  440  to  450  MHz,  904  to  928  MHz  (protecting 
the  lower,  weak-signal  segment),  1270  to  1295  MHz 
(protecting  amateur  satellite  and  weak-signal),  and  1300 
to  1375  MHz.  The  delegates  agreed  that  the  bands  420 
to  435  MHz  or  438  to  440  MHz  could  be  considered  for 
use  in  situations  where  there  was  incompatibility  between 
wind  profiler  radars  and  other  radio  applications  at  440 
to  450  MHz  or  470  to  494  MHz  (only  in  some  Region  1 
countries).  In  this  case,  too,  the  amateur-satellite  segment 
is  protected. 

Several  Region  1  (primarily  European)  countries 
deleted  footnoted  exceptions  to  the  international  table  of 
allocations  in  the  1810  to  1830  kHz  range,  expanding  the 
usability  of  160  meters  for  ham  radio.  North  Korea  was 
persuaded  to  drop  its  bid  for  footnoted  exceptions  to  the 
allocations  table  that  could  have  affected  some  ham  radio 
bands  in  that  part  of  the  world. 

Amateur  Radio  was  represented  at  WRC-97  by  a 
multinational  team  of  International  Amateur  Radio  Union 
officials,  including  Secretary  Lany  Price,  W4RA,  Vice 
President  Michael  Owen,  VK3KI,  and  Region  1  Vice 
Chairman  Wojciech  Nietyksza,  SP5FM.  They  were 
assisted  for  a  time  by  Tafa  Diop,  6W1KI,  and  Eduardo 
Estrada,  HC2EE,  who  are  members  of  their  respective 
regional  executive  committees.  Numerous  radio  amateurs 
attended  the  conference  in  official  capacities  on  behalf  of 
their  national  administrations,  including  ARRL  Technical 
Relations  Manager  Paul  Rinaldo,  W4RI,  who  served  on 
the  US  delegation. 

In  all,  1801  delegates  from  142  countries  registered 
at  the  conference.  Another  141  observers  from  regional 
and  international  organizations  also  attended.

Kendecom  provided  a  two-meter  repeater  which  got 
a  lot  of  use,  not  only  by  the  staff,  but  by  the  400+  hams 
who  were  on-site  at  the  Jamboree.  A  daily  net  at  7  PM 
was  held  to  keep  people  informed  and  to  get  messages  to 
the  many  sub-camps.  We  had  as  many  as  80  check-ins  at 
times.  The  repeater  was  monitored  24  hours  a  day  by  the 
staff.  A  number  of  emergencies  were  reported  during  the 
week,  from  bicycle  accidents,  heat  prostration  and 
sprains  to  missing  Scouts  and  lightning  storms.  The 
K2BSA  operators  handled  each  situation  very  profession¬ 
ally.  We  also  had  a  hi-tech  weather  station  next  door  that 
was  manned  by  the  Virginia  National  Guard  and  they 
kept  us  up  to  date  on  developing  weather  situations  which 
we,  in  turn,  passed  on  to  those  monitoring  the  repeater. 

The  ARRL  donated  various  publications,  maps  and 
flyers.  Larry  Wolfgang,  WR1B,  Senior  Assistant  Techni¬ 
cal  Editor  of  ARRL  was  also  on  our  staff. 

All-in-all,  it  was  a  terrific  experience  for  all  those 
involved.  This  was  my  third  Jamboree  as  part  of  the 
K2BSA  staff.  I  encourage  you  to  consider  being  on  staff 
at  the  2001  Jamboree.  If  interested,  let  me  know  and  I 
will  put  you  in  touch  with  the  right  people  at  Boy  Scout 
headquarters  in  Texas.  Believe  me,  it  is  an  experience 
you  will  never  ever  forget!

Using  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  34 

by  Andy  Nemec,  KB9ALN 

Over  the  course  of  the  last  few  months,  we  have  been 
discussing  the  integration  of  packet  radio  into  your 
ARES/RACES  operations.  This  time  out,  we  will  go  a  little 
further  with  a  discussion  of  APRS . 

Just  what  is  APRS?  It  is  an  acronym  meaning  ’Automated 
Position  Reporting  System " .  The  APRS  software  allows  a  station 
to  broadcast  it's  position  periodically,  to  receive  position  reports 
from  others,  and  mark  it  all  on  a  map  appearing  on  your  computer 
screen.  It  is  all  done  via  packet  radio's  AX.25  protocol,  and  most 
operations  take  place  on  145 .790  Mhz. 

In  addition  to  the  mapped  position  appearing  on  your 
screen,  APRS  software  can  also  broadcast  data  from  some 
selected  home  weather  stations.  You  still  can  conduct 
conversations  with  APRS,  though  the  process  is  slightly  different 
and  prone  to  errors. 

How  does  it  work?  The  operator  can  enter  the  position 
coordinates  manually,  or  a  Global  Positioning  Receiver  (GPS) 
unit  can  be  added  for  truly  automatic  operation.  The  GPS  receiver 
listens  to  signals  from  several  satellites  and  is  able  to  calculate  it’s 
position  relative  to  the  satellites.  This  data  is  displayed,  as  well  as 
coded  and  sent  to  a  data  output  port . 

Data  from  the  GPS  unit  is  sent  to  the  TNC,  where  it  is 
formatted  and  broadcasted  as  a  ”UI"  (connectionless)  packets. 
Digipeaters  are  used  to  relay  the  signal  as  required.  Some  digis 
are  devoted  to  localized  areas  for  weak-signal  stations,  other  digis 
provide  wide-area  digipeatmg.  and  others  act  as  HF-to-VHF 
gateways.  They  all  have  specific  designations  in  the  APRS 
system,  and  specific  functions. 

The  software  used  to  interact  with  the  GPS  unit  and  TNC  is 
specialized  and  responsible  for  much  of  the  functionality  of  the 
system.  You  cannot  use  a  standard  terminal  program  to  operate 
APRS,  it  just  won't  work.  The  good  news  is  that  the  APRS 
software  for  DOS.  Windows,  and  MAC  formats  is  widely 
available  free  of  charge.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  the 
software  does  not  require  a  powerhouse  of  a  computer  to  run,  an 
8088  or  better  is  sufficient.  The  software  is  also  designed  to  work 
with  all  models  of  TNC's  equipped  with  APRS. 

What  to  do  with  it?  Well ,  the  possibil  ities  are  plentiful  if  you 
are  in  the  right  situation.  Think  about  these  for  a  moment: 

-  Precise  position  reporting  for  weather  spotting 

-  Following  a  parade  route 

-  Radio  Direction  Finding 

-  Shadowing  Emergency  Government  personnel 

Any  or  all  of  these  can  help  you  to  do  the  job  better  and 
faster,  not  to  mention  doing  things  you  have  never  done  before.  In 
short,  anytime  you  need  to  know  where  someone  or  something  is. 
you  can  use  APRS  to  report  it's  position  via  packet  radio. 

Perhaps  by  now  you  have  concluded  that  you  can  use  APRS 
and  wish  to  incorporate  it  into  your  system.  Now  you  have  to 
consider  what  to  do  in  the  way  of  equipment.  There  are  two 
approaches  here,  a  traditional  and  a  new  method  that  looks  to  be 
very  cost-effective. 

First,  the  traditional  approach.  Naturally,  you  will  need  all 
of  the  normal  elements  that  comprise  a  packet  station.  The 
appropri  ate  radio,  antenna,  and  feedline  all  have  to  be  there  just 
_as  in  a  ' normal'  packet  station.  The  TNC  must  be  APRS 
compatible,  a  lot  of  TNC's  of  recent  manufacture  have  APRS 
support.  It  is  not  economically  feasible  to  ’retrofit''  an  old  TNC 


with  current  APRS  support  unless  a  manufacturer  offers  a  low- 
cost  kit  for  a  specific  model . 

Now  you  need  to  think  of  the  GPS  unit  you  will  attach  to  it. 
Handheld  units  are  popular  for  roaming,  but  suffer  from  a  little 
inflexibility .  The  antennas  are  built  into  these  units,  and  they  must 
have  a  direct  view  of  the  satellites.  Permanent  locations  can  take 
advantage  of  a  remote  antenna  installations,  which  removes  that 
problem.  Most  operators  select  a  hand-held  unit  for  it's 
portability. 

Once  you  have  decided  on  the  style,  you  have  to  do  a  linie 
bit  of  checking  before  you  can  determine  if  it  will  work  with  your 
TNC.  The  GPS  unit  has  to  send  it’s  data  to  the  TNC,  of  course. 
And  it  has  to  have  the  proper  port  and  data  format  for  your  TNC  to 
understand  it.  Luckily,  this  seems  to  be  somewhat  standardized. 
Most  GPS  units  have  the  required  NEMA  data  port  with  the 
proper  format.  If  there  is  any  doubt  in  your  mind  as  to 
compatibility,  refer  to  your  TNC’s  owner's  manuals  or  call  the 
TNC  manufacturer.  Best  to  spend  the  time  to  check  on  this  very 
important  matter  rather  than  buy  a  unit  you  can't  use! 

This  traditional  APRS  approach  requires  a  radio,  antenna, 
TNC,  and  GPS  receiver  dedicated  to  the  task.  There  is  another 
method  of  utilizing  APRS  that  may  be  especially  appealing  to 
Emergency  Coordinators  for  more  than  one  reason. 

This  method  comes  to  us  in  the  form  of  a  soon-to-be- 
released  "semi-kit"  from  the  Tucson  Amateur  Packet  Radio 
Association  (TAPR).  It  is  called  the  "MIC-E"  and  it  allows  you  to 
operate  conventionally,  yet  relay  APRS  data  with  your  existing 
radio.  It  takes  the  GPS  receiver  data,  formats  it  into  a  packet,  and 
tacks  it  onto  the  end  of  your  voice  transmission.  This  is  a  transmit- 
only  system,  and  does  not  require  a  TNC.  It  is  intended  to  plug 
into  the  microphone  jack  of  the  radio,  with  the  regular  mike 
plugging  into  it. 

This  is  quite  an  advantage  in  a  number  of  situations.  There 
is  a  much  lower  cost  of  equipment,  a  less  complex  system,  and  the 
operators  have  fewer  pieces  of  equipment  to  fiddle  with.  Imagine 
getting  an  updated  position  report  from  a  weather  spouer  every 
time  he  unkeys  his  mike  -  and  you  can  still  utilize  existing  voice 
repeaters. 

Those  are  two  ways  to  implement  APRS  in  your  emergency 
communications  system.  If  you  would  like  more  information  on 
APRS,  try  this  URL:  http://www.macatawa.org/~ares/  It  is 
especially  helpful  as  this  is  an  ARES  organization  and  use  APRS 
effectively.  They  also  have  the  current  APRS  software  for  you  to 
download,  if  you  wish.

This  is  where  you 
go  for  information  on  the  "MIC-E",  as  well  as  general 
information  on  APRS.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WISCONSIN 
AMATEUR  PACKET  RADIO  ASSOCIATION 

Adopted  January  10, 1987 

ARTICLE  I  NAME  AND  PURPOSE 

A.  NAME-The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be: 

THE  WISCONSIN  AMATEUR  PACKET  RADIO 
ASSOCIATION 

(WAPRAorWAPR) 

B.  PURPOSE  -  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  act 
in  an  educational,  scientific  and  advisory  capacity  in  the  following 
and  other  matters: 

1 .  Packet  Radio  educational  programs 

2.  Packet  Radio  network  planning  and  development 

3.  Packet  Radio  frequency  planning  and  coordination 

4  Inter-  and  Intra-network  planning  and  coordination 

5.  Development  and  dissemination  of  technical  information 
regarding  Packet  Radio 

6.  Enhancement  of  Packet  Radio  operation  in  W isconsin 

7.  Liaison  with  organizations  having  the  same  interests 
Statewide,  Regionally  and  Nationally 

8  Act  on  behalf  of  the  membership  in  matters  affecting  Packet 
Radio  which  come  before  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  American  Radio  Relay  League  or  other  regulatory  or 
advisory  bodies 

ARTICLE  II  MEMBERSHIP 

A  ELIGIBILITY  -  All  persons  of  good  character  with  an 
interest  in  Packet  Radio  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
Association.  Membership  shall  be  by  application  upon  payment  of 
such  dues  as  may  be  assessed  by  the  Association  in  accordance  with 


these  By-Laws. 

B.  A  FULL  MEMBER  shall  be  any  individual  holding  a 
current  Amateur  Radio  Operator  license. 

C  An  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  shall  be  any  individual  not 
holding  a  current  Amateur  Radio  Operator  license. 

ARTICLE  III  OFFICERS  AND  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

A.  OFFICERS  -  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a 
chairman,  vice-chairman,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

B.  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS -The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Association  shall  consist  of  the  officers  specified  in  Section  A.  of 
this  Article  plus  three  members  elected  at-large. 

C.  TERMS  OF  OFFICE  -  The  Officers  and  Directors  of  the 
Association  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year  by  a  vote  of  the 
Full  Members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  individual  re 
ceiving  the  most  votes  shall  be  considered  elected. 

D.  VACANCIES  -  All  board  vacancies  occurring  between 
elections  must  be  filled  by  special  ballot  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
after  the  vacancy  is  announced.  If  an  elected  officer  or  director  fails 
to  attend  three  successive  meetings  without  due  notification  to  the 
board,  which  shall  inform  the  membership,  he  shall  be  considered  as 
if  he  has  submitted  a  formal  resignation. 

ARTICLE  IV  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

A .  CHAIRMAN  -  The  chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Association.  He  shall  enforce  the  observance  of  these  By- 
Laws,  decide  all  questions  of  order  and  appoint  committees,  as 
required 

B.  VICE-CHAIRMAN  -  The  vice-chairman  shall  assume  all 
duties  of  the  chairman  in  the  absence  of  the  latter  and  assist  the 
chairtnaninthedischargeofhisduties,  as  required. 

C.  SECRETARY  -  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  all  regular  and  special  meetings,  keep  a  roll  of 
membership,  keep  the  By-Laws  and  have  same  with  him  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  maintain  a  file  of  all  official 
correspondence. 

D.  TREASURER  -  The  treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues  and 
assessments  of  the  Association,  receive  and  receipt  for  all  monies 
paid  to  the  Association,  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  monies 
received  and  expended  and  retain  copies  of  all  bills,  vouchers  and 
receipts. 

E.  DIRECTORS  -  The  at-large  directors,  together  with  the 
officers,  shall  formulate  actions  on  matters  of  Association  business. 
Directors  may  be  appointed  to  chair  committees,  as  needed,  to  meet 
the  goals  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  COMMITTEES 

A.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  elected 
officers  and  directors  of  the  Association. 

B.  Committees,  as  required,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI  MEETINGS 

A  ANNUAL  MEETING  -  The  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  shall  be  the  first  Regular  Meeting  following  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 

B.  REGULAR  MEETINGS  -  Regular  Meetings  shall  be  held 
not  less  than  four  times  per  year,  including  the  Annual  Meeting,  and 
shall  be  called  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

C.  SPECIAL  MEETINGS  -  Special  Meetings  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  as  required.  Special  Meetings  may  be 
held  in  conjunction  with  larger  Amateur  Radio  gatherings  such  as 
Swapfest  and  Conventions  and  may  be  informational  rather  than 
business  meetings.  This  does  not  preclude  the  Association  from 
conducting  business  at  such  meetings. 

D.  NOTIFICATION  -  Meeting  notification  shall  be  mailed  to 
all  member  to  arrive  at  least  one  week  in  advance  of  the  scheduled 
meeting  date.  Meeting  notices  may  be  contained  in  the  official 
publication  of  the  Association. 

E.  RULES  -  "Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  Revised"  shall  govern 
proceeding  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association. 


F.  VOTING  -  Balloting  shall  be  taken  on  the  basis  of 
one  vote  per  Full  Member  in  attendance.  A  quorum  is 
required  to  act  on  any  motion  brought  before  the 
Association. 

G.  QUORUM  -  A  Quorum  shall  consist  of  10%  of  the 
Full  Members. 

H.  ATTENDANCE  -  AH  meetings  shall  be  open  to  all 
members  and  any  interested  persons. 

ARTICLE  VII  DUES,  MONIES  AND  FISCAL 
YEAR 

A.  DUES  -  Dues  for  Full  and  Associate  Membership 
shall  be  as  set  by  the  Association  in  accordance  with  these 
By-Laws.  Dues  shall  be  payable  in  advance  upon 
application  for  membership  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year. 


B.  MONIES  -  Normal  operating  expenses  shall  be 
defined  as  stationery  supplies,  postage,  costs  related  to  the 
official  publication  of  the  Association,  educational 
materials  and  other  repetitive  items  Expenses  other  than 
those  considered  to  be  normal  operating  expenses  shall  be 
approved  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  Regular  or  Special 
Meeting,  providing  a  quotum  is  present. 

C.  FISCAL  YEAR  -  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association 
shall  begin  July  1  and  shall  run  through  June  30  of  the  next 
year. 


D.  DISSOLUTION  -  Upon  dissolution  of  this 
Association  the  assets  of  the  Association  shall  be  transferred 
to  a  non-profit  organization  having  similar  interests. 

ARTICLE  VIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Full  Members  in  attendance  at  a  Regular  or 
Special  Meeting  which  has  been  called  in  accordance  with 
these  By-Laws.  Proposed  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Membership  in  writing  in  advance  of  the  meeting.
